Folks, 


First, I think the simple ESR measurement method suggested is excellent, 
and I will try it myself. 


Second, in swithcing power supplies, the filter caps on the secondary side 
of the supply are very heavily stressed with high ripple currents. These 
generate heat in the ESR (Equivalent Series Resistance). As the resistance 
rises due to aging or leakage of water vapor from the capacitor, the ESR 
goes up, the heat gets worse, and, well, you can see where this is going. 
Most small (less that 200W) commercial switchers run near the limit on 
this parameter. 


If they use choke-input secondary filters, a topology callked a "forward 
converter," the ripple current is reduced by a factor of about 10 and the 
whole works lasts much longer, especially with minimal ariflow (=no fan). 


So there's an ESR failure mode for you that doesn't just make hum.

Generally speaking, the number on a transformer refers to an 
engineering drawing. The number itself is not informative. You would have 
to get a copy of the drawing from the company. Not likely to happen. OEM 
parts are usually purchased with proprietary information restrictions to 
protect the buyer's designs. Stuff like Stancors, Triads, etc., the ones 
we are familiar with, are marked with *xcatalog numbers*. You know the 
rest.

The old AM/CW class C rigs like the Viking I and the Globe King 275 are quite 
capable of wiping out off-the-air TV with their harmonics, even today. Even my 
little Millen 90800 on 20 meters makes herringbones on channel 2 and 4 with its 
4th and 5th harmonics. And all of those guys do it with a good low pass filter 
on the output, thanks to numerous RF leaks from all of the open holes in their 
cabinets and the radiation from power leads. I haven't checked your contention 
about radiating more than 200 feet. I figure if I'm not bothering my own TV sets 
at home that I won't bother my neighbors.
